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WHAT 18 EDUCATION! 

Tw education of the human mind is a subject kis 
the highest place i in the estimation of the wise in all ages of the world, In- 

there is no other subject of such vital importance. When we consider 
the fact, that life itself is one vast school, and that all earth’s inhabitants; 
from the loftiest human intelligence to tli lowest arder of the animal creation, 
have been sent to this school for the purpose of acquiring an education, we 
are able to appreciate to some ex nt, the responsibility of the position we 
ene the priceless value of t time, the talents, and the ‘opportunities 
that are placed at our disposal. 

That all human {beings do not take this view ‘of the: matter, we are wel 
aware. There ate thousands, aye millions of our race, who appear to have 
higher conception of the true purpose of their creation, than the birds of th 
air, the beasts of the field, or the denizens’ of the watery deep. In fact, were 
all ‘creation to be judged—as it will some day be—aud the proportiqnate 
intelligence of every species predicated upon its obedience to the laws of 
nature and of natare’s God, it would seem as if man was actually. less intelli- 
gent than any other living object throughout the animal or vegetable king- 
doms. And why? For the simple reason that every form of vegetable life, 
and every order of the animal realm, excepting man, observes the laws of 
nature and faithfully fills up the measure of its creation. Man is the only, 
transgressor. Consequently, if we were to imputs all disobedience to igno- 
— and all obedience to superior intelligence — which would appear to be 

more charitable way—it would give man a place somewhat lower down 
in the scale of enlightenment than he might possibly desire to,occupy. But 
we will not erect this standard of judgment, for it would not be a correct 
criterion. Man's disobedience results not frum his lack of intelligence, but 
from his lack of proper education. 

By education—as already implied—we do not mean exclusively nor even 
patticularly, that mental discipline which schools and colleges impart. The 
development of the intellect, is but a single phase of the subject, and by no 
means the most important one, for useful and valuable though it be, as 4 
branch of education, it is really of secondary consideration, oom with 
other departments of that vast system of develapment, by meunb ‘of the 
entire, harmonious and persistent operation of which it is alone possible for 
the human mind to be perfectly educated. - ‘The, suicidal or, homicidal poli 
of imparting intellectual cultivation, to the uttar neglect of. the. p sical, 
moral, and what is of still greater importancs, the spiritual faculties, is amply 
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illustrated in the lives ol men aud women all around us. There are those 
who carefully cultivate their minds, while they entirely neglect their bodies, 
and the conseqnemee ia that the expanding intellect, depri ved of adequate 
physical, support, soon overpowers the weak constitution aud renders its 
possessor an invalid for life and the occupant of an uptimely graye. Instance 
the case of Henry Kirk White. If this gifted and promising post, whose 
intense application to study ruined his health and hurried him into eternity 
ere he had fairly entered upon his earthly career, had been more mindful of 
his temporal welfare, he might have attained to thrice the age at which he 
died ; and the same. might | be said of thousands, who have vainly imagined 
the word education to aimply imply the development of the mental powers. 

There are others more wise, but not so much more as they should be, who 
think they, fulfill every requirement, by developing both intellect ＋ 
mhile at the seme time they completely ignore the eultivation e — 
attributes, The result of this fallacy is that the mental and physical force, 
gccruing from this aystem of training, ia just so much more power for the 

of wickedness ;. for the more intelligent the mind the greater its 
capacity. for good or eyil, and the stronger the body the more able it is 
execute the purposes of the mind, Like a powerful, locomotive, o the track, 
or in momentary danger of flying from it, is the educated mind and tory 
without morality as the engineer and conductor to guide, control, restrain and 
manipulate its powers. If mental and physical discipline were all-safficient, 
prisons would not be crowded, with “educated” convicts ; banks would n 
break nearly so often ; embezzling clerks and absconding cashiers woul 
not be 30 numerous; scientific murders, infanticides and kindred vices would 
be of less frequent occurrence ; mankind would love and show more mercy 
towards one another, and ruined virtue would weep less over misplaced con- 
fidence and the spoliation of chastity. A man or woman “ educated,”. but 
-devoid of moral principle, is just so much nearer a devil, and is admirably 
-adapted as an instrument of Satan for the furtherance of his fell designs. 

But supposing a man to have been educated mentally, physically and 
‘morally ; is his education still complete? Look at the infidel, who denies 
the existence of his Oreator, who scorns the idea of a; power, superior to hig 
on intellect, and ridicules and discourages the hopes and exertions of all 
who endeavor! to work out their eternal salvation.’ Is he educated? Yes.
